The condition of the export trade as a whole was very satisfactory. The 
total of 153,813,004 exceeded that of 1914 by five million dollars and close- 
ly approxJ.mated to tho hi^h record established in 1912. While war prices 
for sugar entered to some extent irto the improved situation, the recovery of 
the coconut and hemp plantations from the disastrous tyrhoon of 1912 and the 
res'ampticn of more normal production of copra end hemp vds the ruling factor 
in the favorable returns for the year. 



The local rice shortagn. while not so sor^ous as that of 1912, resulted 
in imports the heaviest in the past decade with that exception* The aver- 
age import price was the ]c^?est since 1911, bit in spite of this the foreign 
ri'^e bill ^or the year reached |6,724,£76, or mere than double that of 1914* 
Reports of a bumper crop harvested throughout the islands tcwaro the end of 
the year point to exceptior.ally favorable conditions in 1916. Prices were 
unfavorable to increased imports cf 'ALeat. flour to SMjpleiner.t the rice situa- 
tion as in 1912, and a reduce ^ flcur tra-e at var prices was at a consider- 
ably increased value ever the jarger quantify imror^ed in tho previous year* 
In consequence cf the Australian arcught, r usti-alian flour gave jlaoe to 
American ana rractically disappeared from the market* 

Fresh beef was imported in reduced quantities and at advanced prices, and 
toward the erA of the year the /^.ustralian proJuct foun^ some conpetiticn in a 
new trade from the China coast. The situation was offset by much larger im* 
ports of beef cattle, the Australian supply as in th*. rase of beef being 
smaller and giving place to a large trade in '^rench Indc-China cattle* in con- 
sequence of gcvornment provisions to n:cet the Australian shortage and advanc- 
ing prices. 



Tmpov»ts of cotton textiles reached the larc^st proportions in tho history 
cf the islands a.r'd ^ecajn:3e Dore exclusively Acr^crj can than ever before, imports 
from the United States constituting ever S5 per cer.t o *" the total of 
§3,641,130. The larger quantities of A^rerican cloths not orly met the larg- 
er demand, rut to a ccnsidcrable ei-ttnt Hur-^i.r- anted t;ritish ar.d Japanese trade 
which further materially declined in 19 -c. The textile increase -^^as in some 
measure oftset by reduced r-C'rchP-ser. of :otton yar-'-s for lo^'il manufacture, in 
the supply of whir^> the United States has thus i^r taken no rart, ard which 
from year to year have be- omc more "onspicucusly of Japanese origin. 



la this connection it is interesting to note that the cotton cloth ex- 
ported from the United States to the Philippine Islands for the calendar year 
1915, as 3hown by the report of the Derartment of Commerce, was 16,908,409, 
more than five times the amount sent to Chi>^a in the same period and M.teri- 
ally greater thai that sent' to any other country, being approximately 16 cer 
cent of the entire amount of cloth exporter! from the United States ♦ 



If the metal trade may be taken as a measure of industrial activity and 
development, the extent to which this has been interrupted by the war is 
shorn by the smallest imports of iron and steel since 1909. The total 
amounted to but |4, 430, 072 and fell two and a half million below that of 
1914, but in the red^i.ced trade the /unerican proportion \?a3 increased and con- 
stituted about 85 percent of the ^j?hole. Imports o? steel rails declined 
heavily and tha sa^ne was true of structural materials .generally, such as 
structural iron and steel and ccrru^rated rocfing as well as lumber. Imports 
of cement ?/ere also less, a fact that is interesting in connection with the 
completion during the year of the first cenent factory in the islands, which 
is destined to have important bearing on future imports. 



In the export trade the leading interest centers in the recovery in cop- 
ra production. Shipments increased from 85,965 long tons to 136,395, and, 
though the quantity fell slightly short of the maximum reached prior to the 
check in production following the typhoon of 1912, 1915 easily becomes the 
banner year of copra, if a-lowance is made for the recently inaugurated manu- 
facture of coconut oil for export in which considerable quantities of copra 
are locally consumed. Prices continued about the low level set by the war, 
but the larger quantity resulted in an increase of over three million d-l« 
lars, the total for the year being |li,lll,555. France continued to take 
the bulk of the increased production, /V-^ierican purchases showed slight gai'^-^s, 
Spanish trade doubled, while irra^'J^lar purchases to an unusual amount ?/8re 
credited to Italy and the United Kingdom during the year. Kxr^orts of coconut 
oil were valued at |2, 820, 502 and only slightly exceeded those of 1914, but 
considerable purchases ol oil-extracting machinery were a feature cf the im- 
port trade, and with additional capacity, still further increase in this al- 
ready important local manufacture of copra into coconut oil for export is to 
be expected. 



Though exports of hemy in:rea^ed from 114,543 long tons to 13S,7G7,thera 
was not the complete recovery in production voted in copra, exports having 
considerably exceeded this figure prior to the effects of the storm. Prices 
ranged lower with the increasing supply, but moved upward toward tho end of 
the imar, with reports of heavy storms in the hem^^ districts and estdmates cf 
coming shrinkage in production. The value of |2I,339,100 for the year was 
not far short of the maximum in the historp of the trade and exceeded that of 
1914 by over two million dollars. The United States took about half of the 
larger quantity marketed while the .proportion taken by the United Kingdom was 
siraller than in previous years. Provisions for government grading and the 
establishment of standard grades were inaugurated at the beginning of the 
year, and, with a six r^.onths exer:'ption for -"he export of herrip previously baled, 
became fully effectiv^e in July, from which date new and aioro detailed informa- 
tion concerning this cnost important expert of the islands is made available^ 



Conditions in tlie sufrar industry continued satisfactory both as to prices 
and production. The quemtity exported, atpounting ^o 20'^,679 lorig tons, fell 
25, CSS ions be:^ovr that of 1914, but ras va:^ued at I; '1,:^1C,2] 5, cr ncmewhat 
ivore than the larger quantity cf that year, while production ostiinatcs on the 
crop indicivv.e that some -t-wonty or thirty thousand tons were still rnnmrketed 
at the close of the year. reports to the United States t^ere only 81,532 
tcn^, or less thj^n half thcfje cf the previous y^-^- High freight rater y^ore 
tc t5ie advantape cf nearby r-arKe^-irg, and Honftorg, Chira and Japan took the 
bulk of export?'. In fart, in the l^st months cf the year, coincident ¥;ith 
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^the closiiiK of ths Panama Canal a^d the highest frei^rhts, shipments to the 
Unit^.i States eatirsly ■')OQ.2on . ^^ritish p'-rchases b-caiae a jeatrrs of some 
inspcr^-anre with the oponing of th^ vistr and nmon-Zf^d tc 19,902 tons in 191!:, 
constituting practicallj all :.he residue not finding an American cr oriental 
mar.^:et. Imports of refined siz.^ar conti-ued to decline with increasing pre- 
diction of higher grade sugar by recent-;: installed ^rodern mills. 

r.xports of cigars continued to decline and the e:^port quantity, 134,648,000, 
^ras the sr^allsGt since nho ina^jg^raticn of fres ^rsAe with the Dnited States 
created an American market of large but ^lucti'atir-^ demand, '^Ine decline of a- 
'}Out twenty million, however, in 1915, was in t^e face of an American trade that 
slightly increased and a-::Gu^te:t to Sl,170,00^'\ Analysis of the figures shows 
that a decline in foreign p-Jrchases '--egan in the latter half of 1914 coincident 
with the H^ar, and, though there has been no reductjon in the large nsfirhj orient- 
al trade, the Australian, British, French, and S-anis' demand was i"^ug'> reduced* 
The larger American purclmces of 1915 jieldei a smaller value tha.^-^ those of 
1?14, and the average price of American shipments was th3 lowest si ^ce t-'^e 
inauguration of this trane i- 1909. The elimiation of Belsiurn, :;ennany, and 
Austria-Hungary accounts in large measure for a reduced leaf tobaco trade, 
much reduce:*, shiprento to Spain being about offset by unusu'^lly large ^rench 
purchases* 

In the import trade for 1915 the country :-^is + rib-jtion was subject -o con- 
siderable change. Imports fro-^i ^he Unite:! States, amounting to t2o, 381,069, 
increased over two million dollars, ani co-^prisoi 53 ^er cent of the total 
against 49 per cent in 1914. --r^erican gains were chiefl:^ in the flo-r and 
cotton goods trade. Irrport^^ fro^- European countries generally declined. The 
important Germi.n trade of other years baca^iie negligible. British figures were 
smaller by more than a million dollars, chie:'ly in cotton goods and iron and 
steel, while Frencn and 3pani3h were also rr-aterially lower. A million dollar 
reduction In imports from Aust'-alia in a general \mj reflected the disastrous 
drought that country has passed through, and was -^ad© up of flour, cattle, but- 
ter, fodder, etc. Tne largest gain of the year was that of the Freacn l^ast 
Indies, due to the unusual demand for rics and to shipments of catt's to sup- 
plement the Australian beef and cattle shortage. 

In the increased export trade the country distribution was somewhat modi- 
fied by readjustments growing out of war conditions* "'he American total of 
|23,653t21l fell |774,499 below that of 1914, and declined from 50 par cent to 
44 per cant of the total, larger values for hemp failing to offset the he-^vj 
reduction in the purchase of sugar. Important i -creases credited to Hongkong., 
Japan, and China were due to taking over the American sugar trade of the pre- 
vious year. Hemp^ sugar,and copra entered xo^.o the two million -dollar increase 
in British purchases, copra am leaf tobacco contributed to the larger French 
total, while the million dollar tra'te of Germany, largely made up of copra, dis« 
appeared from the figores of 1915, as a^so did the sisaller totals of Belgium 
and Austria-Hungary. 

Though freights do not enter into the foreign trade fig res imder review, 
the problern of rates and tonnage was as acirte during 1915 i^ the Philippines as 
elsewhere throughout the ?/orld. In the e-ir'^ier iT^onths there mis rerouted "ich 
congeation on the r'^harves and in t'e -^arehovses, ?3,nd a de'irth of ' essels to 
h^.ndle the export trade, '^hile a bad condition w^.s rendered wo-se in t^e , atter 
rart of the year by the withdrawal froro the Pacific of '.m^rican liners that had 
been important factors in the carrying trade between t^e ^'nited Stages and the 
islands. In spite of these handicaps the vear^s ret :rns show a ^onnage volutne 
of exports close to the highest in the history ot the ' stands. ::.nme measure, 
however, of the increasing cost of this o.'ward movement to foreign rarkets 
may be gathered from t^^e fact that though freight rates were a ready high at 
the beginning of 1915, they had trebled en all the great $tap es by the c:cse 
of the year*
